The Boise Comes Home 

The story of America at war, since that 
unforgettable December 7, is dotted with inci- 
dents of highest heroism and achievement. 
Men and ships and guns and planes have, time 
and time again, performed miracles of fighting 
courage. 

Of all the stories, both told and untold, there 
is none which can surpass the saga of the light 
cruiser, U. S. S. Boise. When that fighting ship 
manned by fighting men came home, this week, 
to the Philadelphia Navy Yard, she bore tye 
scars of a battle that will go down in history 
as long as brave men remain on earth. 


She carries on her bridge the painted record 
of six Japanese warships sent to the bottom 
by her guns. She constituted by herself, in that 
battle in the far Pacific on the night of 
October 11-12, a mighty one-ship fleet.

Captain Mike, as befits a worthy officer, gives 
all praise to his men, the personnel of the 
fighting ship. The story told makes little 
mention of Cagtain Mike himself.

That is the 
training, the discipline in the long months 
prior to conflict, a training and a discipline 
that can only be inspired by a respected com- 
mender who holds the full confidence of his 
men. Ships are not handled, guns are not 
aimed nor served, to fullest effect, except by 
crews that have been drilled day after day, 
month after month. The ability for highest 
battle efficiency is only achieved when com- 
manders and crews alike are never satisfied, 
when they seek constantly to improve on per- 
fection, to surpass their own best records. 


The story of the Boise reached focal high- 
light during the 27 minutes of that naval con- 
flict near Gaudalcanal. But all should know the 
real story, the factor which made the sinking 
of those six enemy warships possible, is the 
story of many months of burning devotion to 
duty by every man of Captain Mike Moran’s

False Idea Gone 
Ignorance has ever been the blockade on 
the highway of human betterment. False 
beliefs and erroneous ideas always have to be 
overcome before any evil condition can be 


’ ef fectively remedied. 


One of the outstancing examples of this 
truth in modern times is the change in public 
opinion, based upon knowledge, regarding that 
scourge of humanity, syphilis. 


Not so many years ago the very name of 
the disease was barred by custom frem polite 
conversation and respectable publications. It 
was generally held that infection with this 
lague was conclusive evidence of immoral life 
on the part of the sufferer. 

Today we know better. We know that only 
a small proportion of those who have the 
disease contracted it from prostitutes. We know 
there are a score or more of ways in which the 
innocent may be infected. We know, further- 
more, that probably 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion is, at some period in life, infected in 
greater or less degree. 

The Atlanta Junior Chamber of Commerce 
is setting splendid example to all Atlantans. 
The members of the Jaycee organization are 
submitting to blood tests to determine whether 
or not the syphilis spirocete is present in their 
systems. 

It is quite possible to stamp out this, perhaps 
the worst physical plague of modern times, 
entirely. It has been done in other countries. 
It can be done here, 

It will, of necessity, take long and patient 
effort by doctors and public health officials. 
It will require 100 per cent co-operation on the 
part of the general public. It will, in some 
states and some communities, demand the 
enactment of new laws and ordinances. 

But it can be done. The first and most 
essential step in the campaign is that every- 
one, men, women and children, submit to test 
at regular intervals. Everyone should have a 
Kahn test of their blood made at least once 
a year. Then, if the disease is caught early, 
it can easily be cured, with little or no incon- 
venience to the victim. 

It is well that the Jaycees are leading the 
way in this respect in Atlanta. For the leaders 
of the community, the business and profes- 
sional men and women, should be the first to 
set good example. If they, without exception, 
undergo the test, there is far greater likelihood 
that the entire population will soon volunteer 
for the tests and thus make possible the quicker 
elimination of the disease in so far as Atlanta 
and its surrounding territory is concerned. 

And syphilis, in proportion to population, 
is more prevalent in Atlanta than in most 
other cities of comparative size.

THE POLL TAX BATTLE 
(Henry T. McIntosh in The Albany Herald.) 

Southern senators who are vigorously oppos- 
ing the poll tax bill would be perfectly willing 
{to consider propdsals for state action to that end. 
But, as Senator George points out, the measure 
pending in congress is clearly unconstitutional, a 
fact frankly conceded by some of its supporters. 
They take the position that the end justifies the 
means, “and damn the law.” 

Every state in the Union has the right to de- 
termine the qualification of its own voters. It is 
a state function. The state of New York decides 
who shall vote in New York, and Georgia de- 
cides what the qualifications of voters in Georgia 
shall be. The south has long been the stronghold 
of states’ rights, and are wholly consistent in their 
demand that the right to determine the qualifi- 
tion of voters remain the prerogative of the states 
alone. So many of the states’ powers have been 
taken from them that the determination to resist 
further encroachments is not difficult to under- 
stand.

JAPANESE WEAKNESS WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Our 


latest great victory in the Solo- 
mons illustrates a racial weakness of the Japanese which prom- 
ises to contribute much to their ultimate undoing. 

It is a weakness that places an inordinate emphasis on the 
Oriental conception of the necessity for what 
the Japs call “saving face.” Close students of 
Japanese psychology have long recognized it 
as the dominant characteristic in the Nipponese 
temperament. 

Stung by two earlier striking defeats in the 
Solomons, the Tokyo warlords will never be 
content until they have retaken the islands. 
Already they have lost more men and ships in 
the undertaking than the strategic value of the 
islands is worth. In all probability, they will 
keep coming back for more, never giving up 
until the bitter end. 

It well behooves our Navy to hold on to 
the area as a permanent bait to the Japs, if 
for no other reason. As long as we hold on, 
the face-saving neurosis will probably compel 
them to try to uproot us again and again. Sooner 
or later the bait may prove strong enough to 
tempt them into a full-scale fleet operation 

against us, which, if we are prepared to meet it, may shorten the 
war in the Pacific considerably. 

The Japanese island empire is built entirely on naval strength. 
Once this is destroyed, it should be a simple matter to blockade 
them and pave the way for ultimate inevitable defeat. If they 
keep coming back as they did last week, we will continue to whittle 
them down until finally we have destroyed them entirely. 


WAKE ISLAND In marked contrast with this weakness in 

. Japanese temperament is the attitude we have 
shown with respect to Wake Island, the little stronghold our Ma- 
rines so gallantly defended for a while in the Pacific. Nothing, 
perhaps, would give a greater stimulus to national morale than the 
recapture of Wake Island. It would lift our people up and would 
be hailed as vengeance for the defeat we suffered there at the 
outset of the war. 

Our position in the Pacific has so greatly improved in recent 
months that we could probably recapture Wake any time we 
wanted to now. We*have not tried to do so for the reason that 
other objectives are of far more strategic importance. Not until 
much later in the war are we likely to get around to the retaking 
of the little island. Face saving will play no part in the operations. 
HITLER AND STALINGRAD The 


Germans have shown 


something of the same ob- 


stinacy in temperament as the Japs. In no other way is it possible 
to explain the tremendous sacrifices Hitler has made in his at- 
tempts to take Stalingrad this summer. All because he announced 
earlier in the campaign that the Volga city was his objective and it 
will be a severe blow to his pride to fail. He will continue to waste 
his forces on the ramparts of the city until the Russians, finally 
—— upon his weakened army, drive him back in a disastrous 
efeat. 

That is a possibility not to be ignored, now that our North 
African move has forced a diversion of a large part of the German 
Russian army to southern Europe. 

The British, on the other hand, are more the other way than we 
are ourselves, Defeats never cause them to deviate from the main 
objective of ultimate victory. They have tasted its bitter dregs as 
often as any nation, but they never despair. They never go back 
to the scene of a defeat simply for purposes of face saving. Hence 
the reluctance to put down another invading army across the chan- 
nel in France. 

_When the British go there again they will be better prepared— 
will have reason to expect victory. Always they learn from their 


past shortcomings. 
AFRICAN ILLUSTRATION _ The present Battle of Egypt il- 
lustrates this perfectly. Twice 
before they have been battered about the sands of Africa with all 
but disastrous consequences. But before launching their latest and 
last attack they made sure of their grounds. The preparations were 
such that Rommel and his crack Afrika Korps never had a chance. 
Even had his forces been able to withstand the British attack he 
would have been trapped by the landing of our troops in Algiers. 
The Egyptian battle again proves, also, the old adage queted by 
Prime Minister Churchill in commons the other day about the 
British losing every battle but the last one. They have lost several 
battles in Africa heretofore, but-they have won what promises to 
be the last one of major importance to be fought_on those shores.

“THAT CANNIBAL, HITLER” 


leaders of the United Nations, 
Joseph Stalin on November 6. 

He writes, and speaks, in very short sentences. 

He does not rant, as does the Fuehrer. He 
does not pile adjective on adjective, crimina- 
tion on crimination. He speaks of the Fuehrer 
as “that cannibal, Hitler.” 

I find myself liking that. 

In addition to his phrases, there is consid- 
erable good reading in his analysis of the war. 

He reports, perhaps for the home morale 
results, perhaps truthfully, that the Russians 
have never had such a strong and well-or- 
ganized rear. The workers, the people gen- 
erally, have become less slipshod, more effi- 
cient, and, as he puts it, “transformed.” 

“Organized and disciplined people, imbued 
with a sense of civil duty, are becoming more 
and more numerous.” 

That would indicate that Russia, one of the 
totalitarian countries, also had its share of 
apathy and its quota of. those who did not have 
a sense of civil duty. 

He says, quite truthfully, that it cannot be regarded as mere 
chance that the German troops, having marched in triumph through 
all Europe, and having smashed at one blow the French troops, 
which had been considered first-class troops, met with military 
rebuff only in our country. “This fa¢t,” he says, “cannot be 
explained by winter conditions of warfare alone.” 

The second offensive was more successful, he says, because of 
the absence of a second front. He also confounds all the military 
experts and commentators with his proved analysis of the German 
objectives.

NOT OIL Stalin reports that, judging from foreign press com- 
ments, oil was the chief objective of the Germans— 
the oil at Baku and Grozny. 

Fhis, says Stalin, was not so. 

The facts were, and are, he says, that the German advance 
toward the oil districts of the Union of Socialist Soviet Republics 
is not the principal objective, but the auxiliary one. 

The principal objective was to flank Moscow from the east, to 
cut it off from the Volga and the Urals’ rear, and then to strike at 
Moscow. The advance of the Germans toward the oil districts 
was not so much to capture the oil districts as to divert troops 
from the Moscow front. That explains why, he says, the main 
body of German troops still are in the Orel and Stalingrad areas. 

“In short,” says Stalin, “the principal objective of the Germans’ 
summer offensive was to surround Moscow and to end the war this 
year.” 

This plan, the Russians say, was adopted after the frontal 
assault on Moscow had failed the summer before. 

Stalin’s argument for a second front is overpowering. The fact 
we have the beginning of one merely illustrates how important it 
is that we advance—as soon as we can—on the second phase. : 

He points out that in the first World War there were two fronts. 
In that war Germany had 220 divisions. Of these 85 were sta- 
tioned on the Russian front. To them was added 37 Austro-Hun- 
garian divisions, two Bulgarian divisions and three Turkish divi- 
sions—a total of 127 divisions facing the Russian troops. The rest 
of the German divisions, and their allies, were facing the French 
and English in France. 

Had such a division been in existence in this war, Stalin says 
Germany already would have been crushed. 


TRIBUTE TO RUSSIA Russian resistance becomes al! the 

more a tribute to the Russian prep- 
aration and to the courage of the army and the people as one 
reviews the cold facts in this speech. 

In this war, with but one front, Germany had 256 divisions, 36 
more than in the first World War. Of these German divisions, 179 
were on the Russian front. To them were added 22 Rumanian 
divisions, 14 Finnish divisions, 10 Italian divisions, 13 Hungarian 
divisions, one Slovak division and one Spanish division. 

This was a total of 240 divisions against the Russians—or 113 
more than the Germans were able to put there in 1914-15. 

(Stalin argues, probably truthfully, that had Germany been 
able to put n@ more than 127 against his armies, instead of 240, 
the war would have been ended before now.) 

He recalls the comparison of Napoleon’s invasion. 

Napoleon brought no more than 130,000 or 140,000 troops as far 
as Borodino. 

The Germans have had 3,000,000 men in Russia. 

There isn’t much comparison. 

The usual Russian, and Stalinesque, gets into the 
speech. 

“Will there be a second front?” he asks. Then he answers it. 

“Yes, there will be one sooner or later. There will be one. And 
it will not be only because we need it, but, and above all, because 
our Allies need it no less than we do.” 

The second front now has begun. It is in its initial phases 
only. The real front cannot begin until Africa is won and the 
positions consolidated and supplies and men prepared for the 
real second front. 

_ Already, however, the pressure has eased on Russia. Some 
divisions, probably not more than 20, have been removed from 
that front. But even so, Hitler fights there still, hoping to isolate 
Moscow. He can hold his lines with less men and that. no doubt. 
he will seek to do if he is halted for many more weeks, as it is 
indicated he will be. 

A frank talk—and an interesting one. 

It is well to recall—always—that your Russian is a realist. 

He must remain our ally when the war is done on a friendly— 
and realistic—basis.

Well, you do have a choice, but you must make it now while 
you are young. Health in old age is like economic security in old 
age. You aren't likely to have either ufiless you accumulate it 
while you are young. 

Of course the capacity for long life is inherited, but you cae@ 
do a lot for yourself, whether your ancestors died early or late. 

Scientists say life has been lengthened, but they speak of aver- 
ages. The infant mortality rate has been lowered, but that doesn't 
make the rest of us last longer. Think of the people you once 
knew, and note how many lacked 20 years or more of reaching 
their allotted three score and ten. 

Yet you know a number of gentle old people who still enjoy life 
at 70 or 80. What is the secret of their longevity? 

There may be several explanations, but you will find their 
histories much alike, They built up health in youth by working 
hard and living much out-of-doors, and they Gidn’t dissipate it 
by chain smoking or nightly drinking. They had faith in the Lord, 
so they didn’t worry, and ¢hey didn’t invite nervous breakdowns 
by trying to live two years in one.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—(/)— 
Forty per cent of the nation’s total 
butter in storage was frozen for 
government purchase tonight as a 
‘temporary’ measure to insure 
sufficient supplies to meet the 
needs of the armed forces and 
lend-lease. 

Agriculture Department officials 


said the freeze order would result!

Such a shortage, 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
10 per cent less than demand, 
would -not be enough to warrant 
rationing “as long as other table 
fats are available to make up the 
difference,” Vaile said. 

Such other fats, he,said, include 
margarine and peanut butter. It 
would be an “excellent thing,” Dr.

Taken to London, Crit- 
izes Fuehrer. 


LONDON, Saturday, Nov. 21.— 


the London Daily Mail reported 
today that General Ritter von 
Thoma, Nazi Africa Corps com-| 
mander under Marshal Rommel, 
had “talked” to the British and 
revealed “remarkable facts about 


the bitter feeling prevalent in the 
inner circles of the German gen- 
eral staff.”’ 

Von Thoma, captured by the 
British in the African desert No- 
vember 4 and brought to London 
by special train from a British air- 
port to which he was flown, was 
the first captured German general 
to arrive in the British capital. 

Explaining that Von Thoma be- 
longed to the professional school 
of German soldiers who “dispute 
any encroachment in their sphere. 
by civilians or politicians and all 
members of the Nazi party, includ- 
ing Hitler himself,” the Daily | 
Mail’s military writer said he un- 
derstood Von Thoma had “express- 
ed himself on this point in definite | 
terms since his capture.” 

“He is believed to have said that 


command spells disaster to the 
war machine built up by the devo- 
tion of the great general staff,” the 
writer added. “Hitler’s economic 
policy also has been severely criti- 
cized by Von Thoma.
